We discovered that the note that Vreeland wrote in jail could not have possibly been interpreted as a warning of 
anything. We discovered that during the time he was supposed to have been in Moscow uncovering the 9/11 plot 
he was actually in the custody of police in St. Thomas, Ontario. We discovered that his navy records indicate that 
he didn't make ít through basic training and that he presented false identification when he signed up. We found 
evidence that he didn't graduate high school. We discovered that the alleged relentless drug dealer was actually 
Vreeland's brother-in-law. We found that Vreeland had an extensive criminal record, having spent the majority of 
his adult life in jail and that he was wanted in at least six states.

Like other ID thieves, Vreeland, 33, used counterfeit credit cards bearing his 
name, or alias, and account numbers of legitimate cardholders. His gift of gab 
also helped, says Birmingham Police Detective Douglas Manigold. 

"He got in a fight with a Mishawaka, Indiana, police officer in February and 
somehow bonded out on someone else's name," said Manigold. "That's the last 
we can place him." 

Vreeland's trail of tangled finances stretch from here to Florida, where he's 
remembered for buying a 32-foot Daycruiser. 

Vreeland wanted to take the boat for a test drive and a salesman accepted a 
$127,436 check written on a nonexistent account. The cabin cruiser was 
abandoned near Tampa. 

An Oakland County salesman took a $40,000 hit from the 33-year-old Vreeland 
just before Christmas. The next day, Vreeland returned and paid $3,000, again by 
card, for a decorated Christmas tree. Later in the month he called back 
complaining about broken lights. The employee now figures it was a ruse to see if 
they had caught on to his scheme. | 

The employee even hired private investigator Al Booze to hunt Vreeland. 
Booze is still looking for him. 

"He lives it up on others’ good credit," said Booze. "Last I heard he stole a 
Porsche from an Indiana dealership, where a list of workers’ social security 
numbers was stolen. He's probably using those names right now."

At approximately 1700 hours, I began using the alternate light source on the comforter and 
bedding on the bed in the master bedroom. I utilized 450 nanometers and yellow goggles to 
search for biological evidence. No biological stains were found on the bedding, pillows or 
comforter. 


At approximately 1720 hours, I began using the alternate light source on the sectional couch in 
the family living area. I utilized 450 nanometers and yellow goggles to search for biological 
evidence.

On October 14, 2004, at 7:45 a.m. I went back by 8770 Wildrye Cr. because I couldn't see the 
color of he house in the dark. The house is a light tan/cream color with gray trim, and a gray 
front door. The off-white van was parked in the same place as the night before. 


I contacted the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and asked them to check their records for the 
names Steve CLAYPOOL and Steve KLAYTOONS. Cpl. Gilles TREMBLA Y said he checked 
the records that he could, but without a birth date he couldn't check most of their databases or 
driver's license records. 


e I contacted the Douglas County Motor Vehicle Department and Ruth SWEET checked the DMV 
records and told me the following: 


- Steve KLAYTOONS purchased the 1992 GMC van on September 9, 2004, from 
Charlie Adams, and the purchase price was $4675.00 


- DMYV does not have any personal information such as a birth date or phone 
number for KLAYTOONS. 


On October 15, 2004, I obtained a search warrant for 8770 Wildrye Cr., and at approximately 
2:30 p.m. I met with Douglas County Sheriff's Office Investigators: Jenny MCMILLAN, 
Jennifer ROSE, Shawn CRONCE, Lori WESOLOWSKI, Mike FRENCH, Ronnie CHAVEZ, 
Troy CROSWHITE, and Brian RADEMACHER, and explained the search warrant. The 
following took place: 


- At approximately 2:35 p.m. Inv. RADEMACHER drove by the subject house and 
notified me that the van was not in the driveway. 


- Inv. RADEMACHER and Inv. CROSWHITE positioned their vehicles at either 
end of Blue Grass Circle, which is the access street to Wildrye Cr.

Deputies collected the white powdery substance, and on October 18, 2004, 
Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime Scene Investigator Kathy HARDING ran a 
presumptive test on it. HARDING told me that the substance tested presumptive positive 
for cocaine. HARDING told me that she weighed the suspected.cocaine and one supply 
weighs .5 grams, one supply is suspected cocaine residue, and one of the supplies was 
packaged on a white plate and the white powdery substance came off the plate and coated 
the inside of the plastic bag that it was packaged in. 


Sgt. MCMILLAN, gave me a copy of the Evidence Report that showed what evidence 
was seized from the house at 8770 Wildrye Cr., and it includes the following, in part:

- He has worked as a liquidator for Tokyo Stee] Company, which is also 
known as Asia Steel Company, for 9 !⁄ years. 


- He does not have an office in Colorado; he works out of his home, and his 
boss, Sherman WAN is based in San Francisco California. 


- His previous address was 1431 Robson Ave., Vancouver British 
Columbia, V6Z1J2, where he lived for three years. 


- He is a Canadian citizen and he left Canada in July 2004. 


- He went to Florida and San Francisco before arriving in Colorado on 
August 19, 2004. 


STEEVES then made the following comment: 
- He never paid anyone to have sex with him. 


- He has testicular cancer and cancer on the left side of his throat, which has 
been diagnosed by Dr. Gollans in Canada. The doctor originally thought 
he had strep throat.

The interview ended at approximately 11:48 p.m. I arrested STEEVES just after 
midnight, and took him to the Douglas County Detention Facility. Throughout the 
interview STEEVES was very nervous, talking very fast, fidgeting, moving around in his 
chair, he tried changing the subject, and he repeatedly said, “Swear to God” and “Honest 
to God.” During the interview I asked STEEVES to sign a medical release for “Dr. 
Lynn,” which he did. I also made photo copies of the Simon gift card information. 


On October 18, 2004 STEEVES bond was reduced from $250,000.00 to $100,000.00, and he 
posted bond through Always Available Bail Bonds. Leticia R. MONTOYA, DOB February 04, 

e 1973, was the bonding agent. On October 26, 2004, I obtained certified copies of the 
Appearance Bond, the Conditions of Bond, and the Mandatory Protection Order from Marlies 
MASSEY of the Douglas County Courts. STEEVES signed the Appearance Bond, which is in 
the name Clayton Barry STEEVES, and the Mandatory Protection Order, and Conditions of 
Bond, which are in the name Clayton STEEVES. I later booked the certified documents into 
evidence. 


On October 19, 2004, Sgt. MCMILLAN asked Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime Scene 
Investigator Andrea SMITH to enter the fingerprints that the Douglas County Sheriff's Office 
obtained from STEEVES into the IAFIS system and the Canadian fingerprint system. Later that 
day SMITH gave me copies of the information that she received back from Canada, which states 
the following: 


- The fingerprints come back to party by the name of Bradley DEIGHTON. 


= DEIGHTON has a Canadian criminal history that shows “Мо Convictions,” and 
he has a Canadian Immigration Warrant. 


= The Canadian records show 20 aliases апа numerous birthdates. 


On October 19, 2004, Cpl. Gilles TREMBLAY with the Royal Canadian Mounted Police called 
and told me the following: 
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- He researched Barry Clayton STEEVES for me and he found a RCMP report that 
the real STEEVES filed in February 2004, for theft of his identification and other 
items. 


- He called and spoke to the real STEEVES, who he told to expect a call from me. 
On October 19, 2004, I called the real STEEVES, who told me the following: 


- He met the suspect (VREELAND) when VREELAND rented a condo from him, 
and “stripped him of all his personal belongings.” 


- The suspect always used the first name of Michael, but he used the following last 
names: HILDEN-WOOD, HILDEN WOODS, HILDENWOOD, 
HILDENBRANDT. He knows that those names are all aliases, but he doesn’t 
know what the suspect’s real name is. 


- The suspect was supposed to buy a truck from him for $12,000.00, but he never 
paid for it. The truck was later found crashed in another county. 


- The suspect also stole an extensive jewelry collection, $600.00 US cash, and 
C5 $2200 Canadian cash. 


- The suspect is approximately 27-32- years-old, 5” 9”, 165 pounds, with 
blond/brown hair and green eyes. The suspect is very similar in appearance to 
him (STEEVES). 


- He will send me a written statement, and a list of stolen property. 


On October 19, 2004, I contacted the RCMP and Cpl. Mark LINNELL, faxed me the police 
report 2004-1603 that the real STEEVES made February 17, 2004. Cpl. TREMBLAY faxed 
me a picture of the real STEEVES on October 29, 2004. 


On October 19, 2004, at approximately 11:00 a.m., I asked Inv. French and Inv. Chavez to go by 
8770 Wildrye to see if the person who we believed to be DEIGHTON was there. They later told 
me that the van was not there, and there was no answer at the door, but the two dogs were inside 
the house. Sgt. MCMILLAN contacted Douglas County Sheriff's Office Deputy Mike WIDMER, 
who is assigned to the Fugitive Location and Apprehension Group (FLAG), and asked him to 
attempt to locate DEIGHTON. WIDMER told me he arrived at the address on Wildrye in the 
early afternoon, and the van and the dogs were gone. 
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On October 19, 2004, I spoke with Shelly ANDREAS with Douglas County Community Justice 
Services. She told me that she is STEEVES pre-trial release officer, and that she placed him on 
an electronic ankle monitor. ANDREAS told me that STEEVES was supposed to report to First 
Step Counseling in Parker to set up his court ordered alcohol testing, and that she had an 
appointment with him at 3:00 p.m. She said that STEEVES called her several times with 
excuses as to why he had not set up his alcohol testing, and to change his appointment with her. 
ANDREAS told me that STEEVES never arrived at First Step Counseling, and he didn’t show 
up for his appointment with her. She said she had authorized him to be away from his house 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. that day, and the monitoring equipment showed that he left his house 
around 8:30 a.m. and never returned. 


I met with Jason SIERS who is a Deputy District Attorney with the Douglas County Sheriff's 
Office, and told him that STEEVES provided a false name. SIERS obtained a warrant for 
Failure to Comply, and STEEVES bond was increased to $50,000.00 cash only. 


E contacted Leticia MONTOYA with Always Available Bail Bonds, and notified her that it 
appeared that STEEVES had given a false name and may have left town. She told me later in the 
day that she called STEEVES on his cell phone, and he said he was walking into the Douglas 
County Sheriff's Office as they spoke. When STEEVES failed to arrive at the Douglas County 
Sheriff's Office MONTOYA started looking for him too. She told me that she was going to his 
house, and that she had a key and the right to enter the house. I told her that the Douglas County 
Sheriff's Office would not enter the house or ask her to act as an agent for us. 


On October 19, 2004, I called the Simon gift card processing center, which is run by a company 
called Wild Card Services, and spoke with Diana MARTINO, who told me the following: 


E STEEVES purchased 13, $500.00 pre-paid Visa Simon cards from the Aurora 
Mall. 


E She checked the history on all of the cards and the most recent transactions were 
at approximately 1:45 p.m. on October 19, 2004, at the Shell gas station located at 
4885 Kipling St. in Wheatridge, CO. 


- Always Available Bail Bonds charged the majority of the available credit on the 
cards on that same date, and that STEEVES had called in to complain. 


I asked MARTINO to flag the cards and notify me immediately if they were used, and she said 
she would. 


I talked to MONTOYA again, and she told me that she “maxed ош” STEEVES Simon cards, and 

American Express, and that she was in the process of searching his house. She told me that 

STEEVES gave her the title to the van, which is in the name Steve KLAYTOONS, and the Ford 

Explorer that he said he owned, as collateral for the bond. He also told her that he owns a house 
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in Michigan, and that he would sign the documentation to use the house as collateral on the bond. 
She never got any documentation or proof of ownership on the Michigan property or the Ford 
Explorer. 


WIDMER told me that he watched the house on Wildrye for several hours, and then he went to 
the Shell gas station in Wheatridge to talk to the clerk. He told me he spoke with Kenneth R. 
FARLEY, 05-10-81, who remembered STEEVES and OSMOND, and provided copies of their 
transactions. WIDMER told me that FARLEY said they were still in the cream color van with 
two dogs. WIDMER later gave me the copies of the transactions, which have the following 
information: 


- А 550.00 pre-paid Shell gas card was purchased at 1:44 p.m. 
- A $50.00 pre-paid Shell gas card was purchased at 1:45 p.m. 
- A $54.95 purchase for gas, cigarettes and sunglasses was made at 1:48 p.m. 


On October 20, 2004, SMITH told me that Lakewood Police Department was successful in 


locating a match for the fingerprints through JAFIS. She told me that the fingerprints were 
BEP ran that FBI number, and located the following 


associated with FBI 
information: 

- There is an extensive criminal history on Delmart Edward VREELAND, DOB 05- 
20-66, out of Michigan, New York, Virginia, Florida, Ohio, and California. 


- VREELAND uses approximately 30 aliases including Bradley DEIGHTON, 
Michael WOODBURY се ALLEN, Lawrence 
SHELDON, Robert FRIEDRICH, Terry WEEMS, and numerous variations of 
these names. 


= Не has an FBI по bond warrant for Arson, and he has numerous по bond warrants 
out of Michigan for credit card fraud, illegal use of a financial transaction device, 
arson, embezzlement, and grand theft. 


- He has six warrants out of Virginia for forgery of public records, and a warrant 
out of New York for reckless endangerment. 


- His Virginia criminal history shows cases for felony conspiracy, and misdemeanor 
obstructing justice. No dispositions listed. 


- His California criminal history shows two cases for vehicle theft, and one for false 
information to a peace officer. No dispositions listed. 
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- His New York criminal history shows felony cases for unauthorized use of 
vehicle, grand larceny, 2“ degree vehicular assault, and misdemeanor cases for 
resisting arrest, and DWI. No dispositions listed. 


- His Nevada criminal history shows a felony case with five counts of stolen credit 
cards. No disposition listed. 


- His Louisiana criminal history shows a case for possession of cocaine. No 
disposition listed.

I asked MCCOY to put an alert on the card, and if the card is used and the clerk calls the 
processing center to tell the clerk to call local law enforcement immediately and tell them that the 
man using the card is wanted and may be using numerous different names. I also asked her to 
call me immediately after calling local law enforcement. 


- MCCOY said she cannot call me if the card is used, but I can keep calling back to 
check on it, and she will pass the information on to the next shift. 


On October 20, 2004, I contacted American Express and spoke with T.J. GREEN, who told me 
e the following: 


- The American Express card сысы” АЗ) іп the name Clayton 
STEEVES, and the primary cardholder is Sherman Xaio WAN. 

- Тһе account was opened July 18, 2004, and the credit cards were sent to 7296 S. 
2700 East, Salt Lake City Utah. (The address on ILLIGS lease is 7294 S. 2700 


East, Salt Lake City Utah.)

On October 21, 2004, I spoke with Chief Deputy Kenneth LUBKEMAN with the Franklin 
County Sheriff's Office, who told me that VREELAND was not wearing the electronic ankle 
bracelet, and that VREELAND had “more stolen credit cards than he could shake a stick at.” 
LUBKEMAN said that they would be filing charges relating to credit card fraud, false reporting, 
and fugitive of justice against VREELAND. 


On October 21, and 22, 2004, I searched the name Delmart VREELAND on the Internet and 
found over 700 entries on him. Iread several of the articles which state that VREELAND was in 
jail in Canada when he tried to forewarn authorities of the attacks on September 11, 2001. There 
are also numerous websites advising that VREELAND is a career criminal, and is wanted out of 
multiple states and Canada.

-VREELAND made numerous requests to be place ШТ all of the 
requests were denied. 

-VREELAND files three writs regarding his conditions of confinement and access 
to legal materials, but all were denied. 

- spent the majority of his time on the phone, and he wrote letters to 
on a daily basis. 

-VREELAND complained of minor medical = ала claimed to һауе 
сапсег, which was not confirmed. 

-The FBI, Secret Service, Iowa Division of Criminal Investigation, and the US 
Marshall Service all conducted interviews with VREELAND, because they were 
tipped off that a national security issue was at hand. 

-The US Marshall Service conducted a polygraph of VREELAND, which he 
understands VREELAND failed. 

-VREELAND stated that he had a text message device on his person while he was 
In custody, however, the device was never located, and it is believed that the 
device did not exist while he was in custody. 


On January 18, 2004, I received two crime reports and a letter from Theresa HOPE at the 
Troy Police Department in Troy Michigan. Her letter states the following, in part: 
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-Тһе Troy Police Dept. does not һауе апу direct information relating to 
VREELAND being involved in child sexual activity.

They executed a search warrant around 1997 and confiscated 
VREELAND’s computer. Their understanding is that child pornography 
was found. The case was turned over to Agent ALVEY of the FBI. 


e Asst Prosecutor Tom McANDREW of the Oakland County Prosecutor's 
Office in Michigan. He has worked extensively on extradition 
proceedings for VREELAND from Canada and the Douglas County 
Sheriff's Office. MCANDREW DEVELOPED A COMPREHENSIVE 
PACKAGE CONCERNING VREELAND’s exploits. 


e Oakland Count D acquired full legal 
on April 9, 1996. Their case 


• Agent (Paul) GRAY, FBI — followed up on allegations of sexual 
exploitation of a juvenile male in 1997. 


е Detective (Steven) HATFIELD, Hampton Virginia Police Dept. 
investigated VREELAND reference an abduction in 1997. 


e Detective Spearman, James City County, Virginia. Investigated 
VREELAND in 1997. Investigation may have involved a juvenile. 


e Assistant Prosecutor Kim ENDERSON- HENSLEY, Virginia 
Commonwealth, developed a comprehensive, package pertaining to 
VREELAND’s activity in Virginia. 


e Detective Joe Burns, Pinellas County Sheriff's Dept. Florida. 
Investigated VREELAND in 1997 for a case involving a yacht and a 
juvenile. 


The reports that HOPE faxed me are reference a vehicle that VREELAND leased and 
never returned, credit card fraud, and theft of $32,000.00 worth of furniture. 


On January 18, 2005, I called Detective LIDGARD, with the Oakland County Sheriff's 
Office in Michigan, who told me the following: 


-He seized VREELAND’s computer and found child pornography on it. 
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-VREELAND befriended 16-year-old boys, and then һе produced fake payroll 
checks, and had the boys cash the checks. 

-In exchange for the boys cashing the checks for him he would give the boys 
cocaine. 

-VREELAND would then have sex with the boys and make pornographic videos 
that he would put on his computer. 

-The boys said that they consented to having sex so he was not able charge 
VREELAND. 

-VREELAND is the “best con-man һе has ever seen.” 

-VREELAND was able to flee Michigan because he was offered a reduced 
sentence in exchange for his testimony on a major arson case in another 
jurisdiction. VREELAND perjured himself and then fled. 

-The judge on the arson case said that VREELAND was the biggest liar he had 
ever seen. 

-He will try to locate the records and forward them to me. 


On January 19, 2005, I contacted former Virginia Commonwealth Prosecutor Kim 
ENDERSON-HENSLEY, who said she is no longer a prosecutor, and does not have any 
records from VREELAND’s case. 


On January 19, 2005, I called Paul GRAY from the FBI, and he told me the following, in 
part: 


-He investigated VREELAND between 1997 and 1999 for fraud. 

-He also investigated VREELAND for “some kind of child sex crimes involving 
two teenage boys under 18-years-old.” 

-He located the boys but they didn’t want to talk about what happened, and he 
couldn’t file any charges. 

-VREELAND is a “pathological liar" and а “con-man extreme.” 

-He will attempt to locate the old files and forward them to me. 


On January 20, 2004, I spoke with Jill DALY, who is the Chief of Probate Estates in 
Oakland County Michigan. She told me the following, in part: 


-Their case number B ООО and Delmart Imart

-The case was closed in 1997 because the annual reports weren't filed and 
because turned 18-years-old. 
-The reason for VREELAND becomin

r. VREELAND was with his 


suspected marijuana, and bag of cocaine were recovered. 


On January 31, 2005, I received three police reports from the Hampton Virginia Police 
Department. Case report # 97-6711, for Conspiracy to Commit Bribery, lists Delmart 
Edward Joseph VREELAND as the suspect. An Addendum dated Мау 22 1997, authored 
by Detective Corporal C.A. PANZ, states the following, in part: 


“On 05-01-97, Delmart то Joseph VREELAND was а n Fugitive 


lorida. During interviews of 
nd others, information was obtained that 
ELAND has a history of sexual abuse and is involved in many different 


types of fraud scams up and down the East Coast. He frequently travels abroad 
and has a vast knowledge of computers. He is currently under investigation in 
Michigan for child pornography. was placed in temporary foster care with 
Hampton Department of Social Services." 


“Оп 05-19-97, Trevor LYON (Bounty Hunter) was contacted by Tully CARR 
(Bondsma Y D want is services to 
coc по МИНИ... 
was a runaway and had fled the state of Michigan to avoid prosecution on some 
charges that VREELAND had posted $2,300.00 in bonds for. LYON and 
VREELAND met and discussed the details of which L 
$1,000.00 up front and another $1,000.00 up deliv REELAND 
told LYON that he was prohibited from contactin ecause of his own 
bond conditions. LYON advised VREELAND that he would need a copy of the 
paperwork from Mi which VREELAND stated he c et. VREELAND 
requested that once as found, LYON was to мн | the Michigan 
authorities. At that time he would receive the second half of his fee. VREELAND 
obtained a fax copy of a “State of Michigan — Uniform Law Citation” (attached) 
and provided this to LYON.” 


“On 05-20-97, Lyon locate t the Pet Plus – Hampton Woods Shopping 
Center. LYON approache nside the store and advised №... 
being taken іп to custody for the State of Michigan. Тһе store owner (also the 
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foster parent) protested апа called Hamp ісе, According to LYON once he 
М m һе noticed ‘a look’ 7 - and knew that something 
was not right. It was then that LYON decided to wait for the police. Once 
officers arrived, a copy of the ‘State of Michigan — Uniform Law Citation’ was 
presented to them. It was determined by the road supervisor (Sgt. Н. KLEIN) that 
this was not a certified document and would not be sufficient to take nto 
custody.” 


Hampton Police Department case # 97-6632, for Threatening a Commonwealth Witness, 
lists Delmart Edward J.M. VREELAND as the suspect. It states the following, іп part: 


-On 05-22-97 the victim, Trevor LYON, reported that VREELAND hired him to 
“bribe a police officer in attempts to located a protected juvenile.” 

-On 05-25-97, VREELAND was in the Hampton City Jail and he called LYON 
and said, “If you testify against me I will burn your ass,” and “1 have four men 
coming down from Michigan.” 


Hampton Police Department case # 97-5749, for Fugitive, lists Michael Joseph Edward 
VREELAND as the suspect. VREELAND used an alias of Terry WEEMS. 


On February 9, 2005, I called Erica ANGLADA, who is a United Stated Postal Inspector, 
in San Francisco California, she told me the following: 


-She is investigating VREELAND for identity theft. 

-She believes that VREELAND stole the mail, and subsequently the identity of 
Xiao Shi “Sherman” WAN. 

-The Sherman WAN, who I contacted 15 a different person, and not related to the 
investigation. 

-WAN is the Manager of Sales Alliance for IBM in China, and she has been in 
contact with him. 

-VREELAND opened an American Express account in WAN’s name, and 
incurred over $30,000.00 in fraudulent debt. 

-WAN’s potential loss from VREELAND’s theft of his identity is over 
$100,000.00. 


ANGLADA requested copies of the following documents that the Douglas County 
Sheriff's Office collected as evidence: 


-American Express card in the name Xiao Shi WAN, credit cards in the names 
Betty CHU (WAN’s wife), and Sherman WAN, Simon gift card and visa in the 
name Sherman WAN, naturalization papers in the name Sherman WAN, checks 
and documents in the names Asia Steel, Tokyo Steel, and Sherman WAN. 


І requested copies of the items from the Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime Lab, and 
will forward them to АМОГАРА. 
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On February 14, 2005, I received a phone call from Ken LUBKEMAN at the Franklin 
County Sheriff's Office, ће told me that he is sending me the following items that his 
agency collected and seized off VREELAND’s person, and during the execution of a 
search warrant on VREELAND’s van. 


-Phone, palm pilot, Simon card, a 35mm disposable camera and the pictures that 
they developed, American Express card in the name Clayton STEEVES, 
Canadian Identification card in the name Clayton STEEVES, misc. identification 
cards signed B. STEEVES. 


LUBKEMAN told me that after VREELAND rrested the arresting officer stopped 
at the vet center to drop off VREELAND "wo те The next day an 
employee of the vet center called and said she found the following items that had been 
dumped on the ground at the vet center. The vet center turned the items over to the 
Franklin County Sheriff's Office, and LUBKEMAN 15 sending them to me. 


-The Shell gas card that was used to track VREELAND to Iowa, three Simon 
Visa cards, Costco card in the name Clayton STEEVES – with VRBELAND's 
picture. 


On February 22, 2005, Special Agent Paul GRAY with the FBI, called me and told me 
that he located his file on VREELAND, and it includes the following information, in part: 


-FBI Special Agent Andrew ALVEY investigated VREELAND in 1997 for fraud, 
and child pornography. The case # is B-DE-78068.

-During the investigation they recovered a stolen Chevrolet Caman ere

GRAY faxed me a copy УЫ. statement dated Мау 1, 1997, which 
says the following, іп part: 


“ЕЕЕ с Detroit Michigan with Eddie VREELAND 
unaware of what he had planned. Upon arriving in Michigan Mr. VREELAND 
stopped and purchased $100.00 worth of crack cocaine, he then stopped at a 
liquor store and purchased alcohol. He then drove to a hotel (Express Holiday 
Inn). After arriving at the hotel he began smoking crack cocaine and tried to get 
me to do the same of which I refused because I do not smoke crack cocaine. He 
then stated “If he knew that he would not have bought so much." Then ће told me 
to drink some rum which I did I consumed approximately 2 plastic hotel cups of 
rum. After drinking the rum he began to repeatedly ask me if I would like to 
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make some money. I did not reply! He then asked aren't you going to ask me 
how you can make some money? I then replied "No I do not want to know." (I 
said no because he made it seem as if I asked what it was then I would have to do 
it. I told him if I had to ask then I was going to do it. He replied that he “wanted 
me to ask him questions." So then I asked what I had to do, he told me that the 2 
biggest things to make money in the world are shipping pornography and drugs to 
Germany. I asked him what all this had to do with me. He then told me that the 
whole room was filled with cameras. He then described a variety of sex acts and 
stated that if I was willing to do any of them I would wake up with money in my 
pocket. I knew that I didn't want to do this, but at the same time I knew I was in 
the middle of Detroit without a way home. So I knew I had to think and think 
fast. I came to the decision that I was going to fake like I was getting sick from 
drinking. Iran to the bathroom and locked the door behind me, and began to try 
and make myself throw up. He then repeatedly began to knock on the door and 
asked me if I was alright. I told him no ‘I’m getting sick’, At that point I could 
tell he was mad. I went back out into the room and laid down. He told me to take 
off my shirt and I did, then he put a cold rag on my back he told me to roll over. 
He to put the cold rag on my head and told me to unbutton my pants and I'd be 
more comfortable. At this point I knew he was trying to molest me, so I jumped 
up and (illegible) ran into the bathroom and told him I had to take a shower. 501 
took a shower the whole time he was beating on the door trying to get in using 
excuses saying that he had to use the bathroom. I told him to hold on while I got 
out of the shower and got dressed. І then went into the room and laid down. And 
he came into the room after using the restroom. And again asked me if I was 
going to do it. I told him 'no' I needed to get to bed I did not feel good. At this 
time he began waving money in my face and telling to smell it while he (illegible) 
by eyes. He began asking me if I'd ever played “Simon Says’ and would I play it 
with him. 


After repeatedly, repeatedly asking me this for quite some time. After he finally 
realized that I wasn't going to do it and thought that I was really, really drunk he 
ave up and let me go to sleep. So Lpretended to go to sleep, and he called 

№ the phone апа was ИНТ I wouldn't do it that I was to scared 
and had too much fear, and that he had tried his best stuff on me and I still 
wouldn’t do it. The next morning the first thing he said to me was ‘I better not 
tell a sou] about what ћаррепе id not care about what people thought of him

Eddie picked up from Detroit.....He took me back to his house in Williamsburg 
that’s when I told him I needed to go home and ће паке me home.” 


There is an additional handwritten statement по Q Мау 1, 1997, which 
says the following: 


“Two days_after returning from Detroit. ЗИ го ту house іп Norfolk 
and is in ШЕсл4 s BMW and зау асап: take ıt anymore meaning Т, 
Eddie tha ust wanted to go and start a new life.....” 
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Both statements аге signed by DEM Bas 


On February 23, 2005, Douglas County Sheriff's Office Specialist L.A. ROTH told me 
that VREELAND scheduled a visit with Delayne LAW, (DOB 06-16-56) for 4:00 p.m. 
on February 23, 2005. Spec. ROTH said she was concemed about the scheduled visit 
because Delayne LAW is the wife of another Douglas County Detention Facility inmate, 
Robert LAW (DOB 08-09-63). She said that Robert and Delayne LAW both have 
extensive criminal histories and that Delayne LAW works for a bondsman. Robert 
LAW’s criminal history includes the following: 


-Eight aliases 

-Aggravated motor vehicle theft, harassment, felony larceny, several arrests for 
possession of dangerous drugs and narcotic equipment, false reporting, criminal 
impersonation, burglary, forgery, contraband in prison, parole violations, 
domestic violence, violation of protection order, counterfeit/forgery, DUI, 
numerous traffic violations and several FTA and fugitive arrests. 


Delayne LAW’s criminal history includes: 


-Twelve aliases 

-Numerous DUI and traffic arrests, habitual traffic offender, FTA and fugitive 
arrests, harassment, felony larceny, conspiracy, possession of narcotic equipment, 
vehicle theft, forgery, fraud, burglary, criminal impersonation, contempt of court, 
and parole violations. 


I discussed my concerns about the scheduled visit with Douglas County Sheriff's Office 
Lt. Kevin DUFFY, and he approved the cancellation of the visit due to safety and 
security concerns. Sgt. Jenny McMillan told me that another Denver area Polcie 
Department, possibly the Wheatridge Police Department is investigating Robert LAW for 
child prostitution. I waited for Delayne LAW to arrive for the visit so I could interview 
her, but she did not come. 


On February 24, 2005, I received a copy of an Inmate Kite from VREELAND on 
February 23, 2005. The kite states the following, in part: 


-On February 20, 2005, right after 5:00 p.m. meal trays, rom cell

The kite was forwarded to Douglas County Sheriff's Office Lt. ADKISSON, and Lt. 
DUFFY, who are addressing the issue. 


On February 28, 2005, I located VREELAND’s half brother, Terry E. WEEMS, DOB 09- 
24-59, in Florence Alabama, and he told me the following, in part: 


-He апа VREELAND have the same mother, Jane WOODBURY- MATTAR. 
-VREELAND is their mothers "baby," and she will do what ever it takes to 
protect him and get him out of trouble. 

-Their mother won't talk to him about VREELAND, because she knows he 
doesn't agree with what is going on. 

-Their mother is married to Tony MATTAR, who is a multi-millionaire, they live 
in a two million dollar house, and could post a very large bond for VREELAND. 
-VREELAND doesn’t have any children that he knows of, but VREELAND as 
said that he has КЕЗЕН 

-VREELAND called him а few months ago and told him that he is being 
extradited back to Colorado on “bogus” charges, and that he was making a deal 
with the FBI. VREELAND rambled about being a spy. 

-He hasn't heard from VREELAND since then. 


-He thinks VREELAND is a “pedofile” because things “don’t add up and he is 
always with teenage boys.” That is an assumption on his part, because he has 
never seen any child sexual assaults, but he has heard that VREELAND is 
involved in sexual activity with young boys.

-The only websites that he knows about are the “Lt. VREELAND” site, and the 
Wilderness sites that started after VREELAND claimed to have advanced 
knowledge of the terrorist attacks on September 11, 2001. 

-He doesn’t know about any pornographic websites that VREELAND is involved 
with. 

-He doesn’t know where VREELAND gets all of his money, other than from 
illegal activity, and their mother. 

-VREELAND always manages to get out of jail, and the charges against him 
never stick. 

-VREELAND has been accused of a lot of different crimes and someone always 
pays someone off and VREELAND get’s out of trouble. 

-VREELAND has used his (WEEMS) name to get credit, join the military, in 
criminal cases, and he used his social security number on a fake death certificate. 
-VREELAND has been in trouble his whole life, and financial crimes are a way 
of life for him. 

-There is no price that is too high for their mother to pay. She believes everything 
VREELAND says, and she believes that he is a spy. 

-He believes that his mother is only working at the store she owns so she can 
finance VREELAND’s legal defense. 

-He thinks that VREELAND needs to stay “locked up.” 


On March 1, 2005, I contacted the Norfolk Police Department, and Ofc. Chris AMOS 
who referred me to Newport News Police Department. On March 7, 2005. 1 spoke with 
Corporal WALKER at the Newport News City Jail, and she told me па И 


s incarcerated at the Newport News City Jail on drug charges. I have an 
appointment to conduct a telephone interview with ces March 8, 2005. 
On March 3, 2005, I spoke with Det. Bruce LIDGARD, from the Oakland County 


Sheriff's Office in Michigan, and he told me the following, and followed it up with a 
written statement: 


-He in 1996 and 1997 he investigated VREELAND, who was subsequently 
charged with fraud. 

-During the investigation he obtained a hard drive from VREELAND's computer, 
and on the hard driver he observed what he believed to be "numerous pictures of 
child pornography." 

-The hard drive was sent to the FBI lab to be analyzed, however; the analysis was 
never done and the hard drive was destroyed on February 2, 1999. 
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Det. LIDGARD also faxed me copies of reports оп FBI case # 196B-DE-78068, from 
а FBI Special Agent Andrew ALVEY. Тһе report dated May 5, 2005, states the following, 
in part:

"purveying child pornographic material to markets in Europe, and that he has 
recruited, or attempted to recruit, juvenile United States citizens to pose for 
sexually explicit photographs."

On March 7, 2005, I received a fax from Agent Bill EDWARDS of the FBI. The fax is a 
report authored by Agent Andrew L. ALVEY on May 22, 1997, and states the following, 


in part: 


-The case # 66-HQ-C1155003, involves Delmart VREELAND, D.B.A. ADM 
Computer Sales and Service. 
-It is a request for computer analysis. 


“Subject is alleged to have defrauded numerous individuals through the 
passage of account closed and non-sufficient funds checks in Michigan 
and several other states, in addition to defrauding a group of 
approximately fifty individuals residing in the Atlanta, Georgia, area out 
of $50,000.00” 


“In the course of their investigation into the bad check activities of the 
subject, the Oakland County, Michigan Sheriff's Departmen (OCSD) 
came into the possession of an IBM compatible hard-drive unit that their 
investigators were led to believe contained files concerning the bad check 
activity. Inasmuch as they were only provided with the hard-drive unit, 
the OCSD hooked up said unit to one of their computer systems and by 
using he Norton Utilities software program found images of files that 
consist of photographic depictions of what appears to be juvenile males 
engaged in sexually explicit acts. The OCSD investigator was unable to 
pull up the entirety of the files on the hard-drive and decided that the unit 
was of no evidentiary value to their substantive case. Consequently, the 
OCSD released custody of the hard-drive unit to the writer for whatever 
use he deemed appropriate in this office's investigation of the subject's 
possession of child pornographic material." 


-The hard-drive was sent to the CART Field Examiner. (The analysis was never 
done, and the hard-drive was eventually destroyed." 


I submitted a request to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime Laboratory to develop 
and print the pictures from a disposable camera that was seized during the search of 
VREELAND's property. I also requested photo copies of items bearing the name 
Sherman Хаіо WAN. The request was completed on March 8, 2005. I looked at the 
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photographs апа they appear (о be vacation/boating pictures of VREELAND апа other 
known males. І sent the copies of the WAN documents to Postal Inspsector, Erica 
ANGLADA. 


On March 8, 2005, I received an e-mail from the real Barry Clayton STEEVES, which 
said the following, in part: 


-On March 2, 2005, he was denied entry into the United States, and questioned as 
a criminal by Custom’s officials. 

-He forwarded me a copy of a letter he wrote me confirming that his identity was 
stolen. 

-He also forwarded a copy of a letter from the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
confirming that he filed an official police report on February 17, 2004, for the 
theft of his passport and birth certificate. 

-He requested that I contact U.S. Customs, and the American Consulate to 
confirm that his identify was stolen, so that he would be allowed entry into the 
United States. 


I located ho is in custody in the Ne Jail in Newport 
News Virginia. [ arranged to do telephone interview with t 1:00 p.m. on 
March 8, 2005. I recorded the call using IIS recording service, and Douglas County 
Sheriff's Office transcriber Datrell Lee OTTERSTEIN transcribed the call.

On May 12, 2005, at VREELAND’s preliminary hearing his defense attorney presented a 
document from the U.S. Department of Justice, dated December 16, 2004, from Richard 
L. MURPHY, who is an Assistant United States Attorney. VREELAND's attorney 
allowed Jason SIERS, the Deputy District Attorney to copy the document, and SIERS 
made a copy for me. The document is addressed to Steven D. GOODWIN, who was 
VREELAND’s attorney at the time, and it states the following, in part: 


-He learned that VREELAND has information including: a terrorist plan to 
abduct family members of U.S. government officials; the locations used by 
alleged terrorists to stage their operations; documentation, including bank account 
numbers, names and other details related to a terrorist financing or money 
laundering operation; the location of contraband, including explosives; and 
information concerning an alleged ongoing "hacking" situation involving 
Pentagon computers. 

-Neither VREELAND nor GOODWIN have provided any verifiable detail 
concerning any of these matters. 

-On December 13, 2004, VREELAND failed a polygraph examination. 
-VREELAND was offering to provide information concerning how he acquired 
the above-mentioned documents and information in exchange for immunity. 
-VREELAND wanted to be placed in federal custody for his protection and that 
of his family. 

-The United States Attorney's Office had "serious concerns about VREELAND's 
truthfulness,” but because of the serious nature of his claims they extended a 
limited use immunity agreement to him. The agreement, dated January 4, 2005, 
outlines numerous requirements, stipulations, and exclusions including: 


-The agreement does not grant immunity whatsoever for any information 
or material provided by VREELAND pertaining to any death, rape, 
murder, or felony crime of violence. 

-The agreement does not grant any immunity for information disclosed by 
VREELAND to any authorities prior to him signing the agreement. 
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Оп Мау 12, 2005, I called Ursula ILLIG, who is the owner of the house at 8770 Wildrye 
Cr., in Parker, Colorado. ILLIG told me the following: 


-Her rental house at 8770 Wildrye Cr. has a security system, but she did not have 
it activated when she rented the house to the man later determined to be 
VREELAND. 

-VREELAND said he activated the monitoring service through a company called 
Protection One, and she later saw receipts for the service. 

-The security system is for the perimeter of the house only, and covers the doors 
and windows. 

-The system does not have any cameras or any type of video surveillance. 

-She has never seen any type of surveillance equipment in the house. 

-After VREELAND abandoned the house she didn't find any type of cameras, 
wires, hookup's or anything else that would indicate there were cameras or video 
surveillance equipment. 


-After VREELAND abandoned the house the neighbor's across the street, "Mike" 

and "Cindy" told her that VREELAND said he had video cameras in the house. 

-She does not know Mike and Cindy's last name or address, but their phone 

number is (720) 876-1267. 

-She, Mike and Cindy were talking about how "strange" VREELAND is, and that 
C he changed the lock on the front storm door without her permission, and that is 

when Mike and Cindy told her about the comment VREELAND made about the 

video cameras. 

-Mike and Cindy didn't tell her what or when VREELAND was allegedly 

videotaping. 

-She specifically looked for cameras or evidence of recording devices after Mike 

and Cindy's comment, but she never found anything. 

-No other neighbors have ever said anything to her about VREELAND 

conducting surveillance or having video cameras. 

-The house is now rented to another tenant, and the tenant hasn't said anything to 

her about finding any cameras, wires or anything else to indicate that there were 

cameras or surveillance. 


-Reference the items that were stolen out of her house — as far as she knows they 


were never recovered. 

-No one else besides VREELAND " ә access to the house. 
-VREELAND was the only person on the lease, and he was responsible for the 
contents, which included the stolen items. 

-She didn't give anyone permission to take the stolen items. 

-She still has a box of abandoned property that belonged to VREELAND and she 
will turn it over to me when she gets back in town. 
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Оп Мау 16, 2005, I called Richard L. Murphy, who is ап Assistant United States 
C Attorney, and he told me the following: 


-The United States Government has thoroughly investigated VREELAND's 
claims that he has information on an alleged murder plot, kidnapping plot, 
terrorist plot, and claims that VREELAND has access to financial documents and 
information on the “money trail" to confirm the details of the above plots. 

-The U.S. Government has found VREELAND to be "entirely incredible" and 
there is no legitimacy to his claims. 

-The only financial information that was uncovered indicates that VREELAND 
was involved in financial fraud in California. 

-VREELAND tried to scam the Secret Service, the FBI, and the Department of 
Justice. 

-*VREELAND is a danger and needs to be put away." 


On May 16, 2005, I called Special Agent Randy D. Van Gent with the FBI, and he told 
me the following: 


-He and his partners investigated VREELAND’s claims that he had information 

about a terrorist group that was plotting to kidnap the wife of Deputy Attorney 

General James Comey. 

-They also investigated VREELAND’s claim that he had information concerning 

Middle Eastern terrorists who were planning an explosives attack in Minneapolis 
@ Minnesota. 

-The FBI thoroughly investigated VREELAND’s claims that he worked for the 

ONI (Office of Naval Intelligence), and that he worked for the U.S. Navy from 

1984 to 2001, which they determined was not true. 

-VREELAND was in the in the navy for approximately four months in 1985 and 

1986, and he received an Entry Level Separation due to his inability to conform to 

military regulations. There was never any record of VREELAND being 

associated with the ONI. 

-The FBI found all of VREELAND’s claims to be unreliable and without merit. 

-VREELAND submitted to a polygraph examination by the FBI in December 

2004, which showed him to be deceptive. 

-The FBI does not consider VREELAND a credible source of information. 


On May 16, 2005, Douglas County Sheriff's Office Specialist Leigh Anne ROTH told me 
that Delayne LAW was at the Sheriff’s Office and asked me if I wanted to talk to her. I 
went to the lobby and heard LAW say that she wanted to put money in VREELAND’s 
account in the jail. I heard ROTH advise LAW that she had just put money in Robert 
LAW’s account, and that she could not put money in both inmates’ accounts, and that she 
would not be allowed to put money in VREELAND’s account because she is not a family 
member. I asked LAW if she would agree to talk to me and she voluntarily accompanied 
me to an investigations interview room. I told LAW that she was talking to me 
voluntarily, she was not In custody, and she was free to leave. She tald me the following, 
e in part: 
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-She has never met VREELAND in person, but he calls her collect every day, and 
he writes her letters. 

-She also talks to VREELAND’s mother, Jane WOODBURY, and his attorney 
Tom HENRY on the phone every day. 

-She has never met WOODBURY in person, but they have become good friends 
over the phone. 

-WOODBURY wired her money to put in VREELAND’s jail account because 
she couldn't get out to send the money. (Itold LAW that WOODBURY 
frequently sends VREELAND money orders. LAW then said that WOODBURY 
couldn't get the money to VREELAND fast enough so she wired it and asked for 
her help.) 

-She got involved with VREELAND and his family when an unknown inmate 
who was in lock-down with VREELAND in the Douglas County jail called 
HENRY and WOODBURY, and asked them to contact her (LAW) to do “favors” 
for them and VREELAND. 

-Her husband, Robert LAW, who is a Douglas County jail inmate doesn't know 
or associate with VREELAND. 

-WOODBURY told her about the book called Crossing the Rubicon by Michael 
RUPPERT, which discusses VREELAND’s situation. 

-WOODBURY gave her RUPPERT's phone number and she has also been 
talking to RUPPERT about VREELAND. 

-Тһе reason for the communication between her, VREELAND, HENRY, and 
WOODBURY, is so she can help them in getting messages to each other. 
-VREELAND can't call WOODBURY very much because her husband "Tony" is 
very sick and has a different idea of the number of phone calls that he thinks are 
appropriate. 

-It costs VREELAND $50.00 every time he calls his mother, and she (LAW) has 
long distance service where she pays $20.00 per month for unlimited long 
distance, so she makes the phone calls for VREELAND. 

-It costs her about $6.00 per day to accept VREELAND's and HENRY’ s collect 
calls. The money that she spends on the calls is her only splurge because she 
never goes out or does anything. 

-HENRY asked her to help find VREELAND a defense attorney so she 
recommended that VREELAND hire Harvey STEINBURG. 

-She has been friends with STEINBURG for about three years, and they do not 
have business relationship — they are just friends. 

-She asked STEINBURG to represent VREELAND, and not to require a large 
retainer, as a favor to her. 

-She also asked attorneys Sean and Matthew Barumen to represent VREELAND. 
-No one associated with VREELAND is paying her for her services, she is doing 
it because she is "just a kind person," because VREELAND is interesting, and 
because VREELAND is so nice to her. 

-She is not a bonding agent, but she works "doing things" and filing for a bonding 
agent named “Tom.” 
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-WOODBURY is trying to raise the опе million dollars to post VREELAND's 
bond. 

-WOODBURY didn’t really wire her the money to put in VREELAND’s account, 
WOODBURY asked her to put $100.00 in VREELAND’s account, and she said 
that she would repay her later. This is the first time that she has fronted the 
money to VREELAND. 

-She has had her family members have put money on VREELAND’s account in 
the past. 


On May 17, 2005, Special Agent Randy Van Gent faxed me a summary of the FBI’s 
investigation into VREELAND. The summary is dated January 14, 2005, and is 
consistent with the above statements. See attached summary from the FBI.

-VREELAND said he had video cameras all over the house, but she never saw 
them.

-She knows that VREELAND had a digital camera because he was at their 
neighborhood Labor Day block party taking pictures with it. 

-She didn’t see him talking the pictures, but another neighbor commented that 
VREELAND said he took over 120 pictures of the neighbors at the block party. 
-At the block party VREELAND had a rocket with a camera inside it. 
-VREELAND shot the rocket in the air and said he took an aerial picture of the 
block party. 

-The next day VREELAND went into the field near their houses and recovered 
the remains of the rocket. She saw what looked like a disposable camera inside 
the rocket. She never saw any pictures that were taken by the rocket camera. 
-She couldn’t stand to be around VREELAND because he lied so much.

On May 17, 2005, I spoke with Sgt. Jenny McMillan, who supervised the search of 
VREELAND’s house on October 15, 2005, and she told me that she and the search team 
specifically looked for video cameras and/or recording equipment, but the did not find 
any. All of the cameras and recording devices that were found were collected by officers 
during the search, and are currently in evidence at the Douglas County Sheriff's Office.

-He obtained the CD’s and call detail log from the Hardin County Jail in Iowa. 
-The calls were recorded by the Hardin County Jail while VREELAND was 
incarcerated there. 

-He “spot checked” the calls, but did not hear anything significant. 

-Not all of the calls contained on the CD’s or on the call detail log involve 
VREELAND; calls to and from other inmates that were housed with 
VREELAND are also contained. 

-When he was spot checking the CD’s he noticed that sometimes VREELAND 
would be on the phone with his mother or sister, and VREELAND would ask 
them to patch him through to his attorney. It was obvious that those calls were 
turning into privileged conversations, and he did not listen to any of the privileged 
calls between VREELAND and his attorney(s). 


I advised Deputy D.A. Darren VAHLE that I had obtained the CD's and call detail log, 
and he advised me not to listen to the CD's, or review the log. I did not listen to any of 
the CD's, review the call detail log, or duplicate the media in any fashion. On May 31, 
2005 at 8:57 a.m. I released the CD's and call detail log to Clay FORINGTON, who is an 
Investigator with the District Attorney's Office.

On July 8, 2005, I attended part of a court hearing for VREELAND in Division 1 at 
Douglas County District Court. VREELAND and his attorney’s made a record that 
VREELAND was being denied medical attention at the Douglas County Detention 
Facility. 


After the court proceeding I met with Douglas County Detention Facility Captain Tim 
MOORE, who told me the following: 


-VREELAND has been offered the services of the detentions facility medical 
staff, including nurses and doctors, numerous times. 

-VREELAND has repeatedly refused to allow the Douglas County Detention 
Facility medical staff to examine/treat him. 

-Douglas County Detention Facility staff requested that VREELAND sign a 
medical release so they could obtain his medical records from his Canadian 
doctor; however, VREELAND refused to sign the release form. 
-VREELAND’s request for an examination by ап outside doctor was denied 
because he continues to refuse to allow Douglas County Detention Facility 
medical staff to examine and/or treat him. 


On July 14, 2005, I submitted a written request for VREELAND's military records to the 
National Personnel Records Center (NPRC). On August 2, 2005, I received the records 
from Archives Technician, Michael FIXMAN, at the NPRC. The records state the 
following, in part: 


-Delmart Joseph VREELAND, $ S+ ОИ со the US Navy on 
November 20, 1985. 

-His separation date is March 7, 1986. 

-His discharge was an “Entry level separation” for “entry level performance and 
conduct. 

-He did not object to the discharge. 


The records include a memo dated March 6, 1986, from the Commanding Officer, 
Recruit Training Command, Orlando, to the Commander, Naval Military Personnel 
Command, which is signed by A.M. Koster IV, and states the following, in part: 
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-“SR VREELAND has been counseled regarding his commission of minor 
disciplinary infractions, but he continues to demonstrate an inability to conform to 
military rules and regulations. He lacks the necessary self-discipline to meet 
military training standards and exhibits little potential for successful naval 
service. Entry level Separation is directed.” 


The records include a two-page PERFORMANCE REMARKS log of disciplinary issues, 
dated from November 27, 1985 to January 13, 1986. The log states the following, in part: 


-November 27, 1985 


-VREELAND “was goofing off while at continued education lecture at 
Round House and displayed passive insubordination to recruit staff also 
displays poor attitude and motivation.” 


-December 4, 1985 


-VREELAND “was sent to LCPO for causing a disturbance.” 
-VREELAND said that the staff was “picking on him." 


-January 9, 1986 


-VREELAND “is starting to develop a very bad attitude towards 
everything. Seems he can do no wrong. He is very immature, 
(unreadable) and lacks military bearing.” 


-January 10, 1986 
-VREELAND “was reported as being UA (unauthorized absence)” 
-January 13, 1986 


-VREELAND “reported to the hospital to be admitted for surgery. 
Returned to RTC for disciplinary action. Reported in civilian clothes.” 
-VREELAND “is very defiant, hands on hips, contemptuous attitude.” 
-VREELAND “states that he wants to be discharged, and that he went UA 
because he didn’t like being stole from and harassed. This recruit has 
been a constant problem wandering around, doing as he pleases when he 
pleases. He received a lawful order to pick up his civilian clothes from 
hospital and return to STD (disciplinary division) with them for shipment. 
He instead went UA. Counseled on charges and failure to obey orders.” 


On August 15, 2005, I submitted a request to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime 
Lab to'submit evidence items 0013, 0019, 0026, 0030, and 0057 to the Colorado Bureau 
of Investigation to be tested for cocaine. 
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Оп September 13, 2005, I spoke with Detective Joe BURNS, of the Pinellas County 
Sheriff's Office. He provided me with information and a photograph of 

ho is the juvenile that VREELAND had and 
allegedly sexually molested. 


On approximately September 27, 2005, I received a copy of The Big Wedding 9/11, The 
Whistle-blowers, & The Cover-up, which is a book authored by Sander HICKS. Chapter 
5 is titled, Wildcard! Across Canada with Delmart VREELAND. The chapter makes 
reference to VREELAND’s claims that he wrote a note warning the world of imminent 
terrorist attacks on September 11, 2001, his criminal history, his military history, his 
history as а "con man,” and his pending case in Douglas County. I photocopied all 
references to VREELAND, which are included in discovery. 


On December 15, 2005, I received copies of mail from former Douglas County Detention 
Facility inmate Mel BOMPREZZI to VREELAND. The letters make reference to 
VREELAND soliciting inmates for bai] bond’s, setting up a “law school” with Delayne 
LAW, and suggestions on how VREELAND should handle his competency hearing. 


On approximately December 21; 2005, a copy of an Inmate Kite was left in my office by 
an unknown person. The kite is from Inmate Michael BRANTE, and makes reference to 
VREELAND and his “outside cohorts” trying to “scam” him with bail. See Inmate Kite 
dated December 20, 2005. 


On January 12, 2006, I received a packet of information from Douglas County Sheriff's 
Office Lt. Robert McMahan. The documentation includes a report and supporting 
documentation reference VREELAND’s claims that Thomas HENRY is trying to 
blackmail him, and VREELAND's medical condition. See Lt. McMahan's report and 
documentation for details. 


On January 23, 2006, I received a copy of an Inmate Kite, and a handwritten letter dated 
January 13, 2006, from VREELAND to Lt. McMahan. Lt. McMahan provided the 
documentation which is reference VREELAND’s claims that he is “credible,” and that he 
has information that Carol CHAMBERS and Judge KING would be interested in. See 
Inmate Kite dated January 12, 2006. 


On January 25, 2006, I called the CBI to inquire about the testing of the white powder 
suspected to be cocaine, and I was told that their case number is D052798, and the 
evidence has not been tested yet. Due to the impending trial date in February 2006, they 
will rush the testing and notify me of the results as soon as possible.

On August 23, 2005, I gave D.A. Darren VAHLE, CD’s numbered 5-13, for him to give 
to Chris GALLO to review. The CD’s contain telephone calls made by VREELAND and 
other inmates in his pod. Dougias County Detentions Facility staff member Stephanie 
BARLOW downloaded the calls. BARLOW has periodically given me the CD’s, since 
May 2005, and some of them were accompanied by phone call logs. BARLOW told me 
that they do not intentionally record privileged calls with attorneys, and that attorney's 
phone numbers are blocked from recording; however, VREELAND frequently makes 
calls to his friends and family, who then make 3-way calls to VREELAND’s attorney. 
The 3-way calls are recorded because they are not made directly to the attorney. 
BARLOW told me that making or participating in 3-way phone calls is a violation of the 
inmate rules, and VREELAND is aware of the rules prohibiting them. 


Prior to me giving the CD's to Darren VAHLE, I spot-checked some of them. There 
were times when VREELAND would ask a friend or family member to make a 3-way 
call to his attorney, and as soon as I heard VREELAND’s request to call his attorney I 
stopped listening to the call. 


On August 23, 2005, I received a call from Officer Darrel ZACCAGNI, from the 
Bellefont Police Department in Pennsylvania, (814) 353-2320. He told me the following: 


-Тот HENRY called the police department and said һе had a message for Chief 
DIXON, and Officer Ray GRICAR; however Chief DIXON is retired, and Ray 
GRICAR is à district attorney, not a police officer.

VREELAND an One set of pictures and audiotapes is for the District

On January 30, 2006, I contacted the CBI, and advised them that Judge KING set a 
deadline of February 3, 2006, for the testing of the suspected cocaine. I was told that 
Laurel FARRELL, is the Agent-in-Charge of the case, and that an agent will test the 
suspected cocaine within the next few days, and send the results and his or her curriculum 
vitae to me by February 3, 2006.

On January 31, 2006, I attended a training class at the RMRCFL (Rocky Mountain 
Regional Computer Forensics Laboratory), and I learned that they have the ability to 
access photographic evidence on some digital cameras, if the camera has internal 
memory. 


On October 15, 2004, Investigators seized a Kodak digital camera model #CX7430, 
Serial € KCKCY42215475, during the execution of a search warrant on VREELAND's 
house at 8770 Wildrye Cr. Parker, CO 80134. I requested that the Douglas County 
Sheriff's Office Crime Lab process the camera to determine if it contained any 
photographic evidence. I was told that the camera did not contain a flash card; therefore, 
any pictures taken by the camera could not be accessed. 


On February 1, 2006, I called the Asst. Director of the ЕМЕСЕГ, Lt. Ron HARVEY, and 
told him the make and model of the camera that has been in evidence since its seizure on 
October 15, 2004. He researched the specifications on the camera and told me that the 
manufacturer specifications show that the camera has 16 mg of internal memory. Lt. 
HARVEY said that with legal authority the RMRCFL could search the internal memory 
of the camera to determine if there is photographic evidence. 


On February 1, 2006, during the continuation of VREELAND’s motions hearing, his 
attorney, Tom HENRY, stated that he was not able to locate Leticia MONTOYA, who is 
the bondsman that bonded VREELAND out of jail in October 2004. She is also listed as 
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a victim in this case. HENRY stated that MONTOYA was arrested for possession of 
methamphetamine, and may be in custody. 


On February 1, 2006, I called the work phone number that I have for MONTOYA at 
Always Available Bail Bonds, which is the same number listed on the witness list - (303) 
697-5050. MONTOYA answered the phone, and told me that she has never been 
arrested in her life, and she has continually been employed at Always Available Bail 
Bonds. Her business address has changed to 417 W. ЕШ Ave., Denver, СО 80204. She 
fully intends to testify in УКЕЕГАМО?$ trial. 


On February 1, 2006, I ran a CCIC/NCIC criminal history check of MONTOYA, which 
shows that she does not have a criminal history. 


On February 1, 2006, I collected 19 CD’s from Chris GALLO at the District Attorney’s 
Office. The CD’s contain phone calls from VREELAND, and other inmates in his pod at 
the Douglas County Detention Facility, and they are numbered 5-15, and 17 — 24. The 
dates run from June 17, 2005 through January 24, 2006. Stephanie BARLOW, from the 
Douglas County Detention Facility incorrectly numbered the CD’s, and there is no CD 
numbered 16. According to the dates on the CD’s there is no gap in coverage. GALLO 
told me that he listened to some of the calls on some of the CD’s; however he did not 
listen to any phone calls between VREELAND and his attorneys. 


I had four CD’s of VREELAND’s phone calls from the Douglas County Detention 
Facility in my possession. They are numbered 1-4, and dated from January 2005, 
through June 17, 2005. I did not listen to any phone calls between VREELAND and his 
attorney.

-VREELAND said that he has court in the morning (February 1, 2006), and that 
HENRY is going to withdraw from the case, or put him (VREELAND) on the 
stand to refute the allegations that Lt. MCMAHAN made іп court. 
-VREELAND stated that if HENRY asked him about the situation he would bury 
his attorney and would the truth. 
-VREELAND alleged that HENRY has asked him to lie on the stand before. 
-VREELAND wanted to speak with Lt. McMAHAN prior to going to court, and 
without HENRY. He told VREELAND that MCMAHAN was not going to speak 
with him, and to put it in writing. 
-VREELAND said that he wrote to District Attorney CHAMBERS, but she did 
not respond. 


On February 1, 2006, I received a phone call from Detective MaryAnn TRUJILLO, at the 
Aurora Police Department, and she told me the following: 
© -There was a robbery at а Goodwill store in Aurora on January 26, 2006, and a 

female employee was shot. 
-The media reported the shooting, and that the victim’s brother is an Aurora 
Police Officer. f 
-The Aurora Police Department received a letter from VREELAND, via the 
U.S.P.S., on January 31, 2006.

-She and Aurora Police Detective BELLEAU interviewed VREELAND at the 
Douglas County Detention Facility on January 31, 2006; however, they do not 
feel that he provided any credible information.

On February 2, 2006, I obtained a search warrant to search the contents of the Kodak 
model #CX7430, Serial # KCKCY42215475. I collected the camera from the Douglas 
County Sheriff's Office Crime Lab, and delivered it to Investigator Niles ACKERSON at 
the RMRCFL. ACKERSON told me later that day that there is no photographic evidence 
contained in the internal memory of the camera. He said that the only pictures in the 
internal memory are three sample pictures that came with the camera.

-He was reviewing his agency’s documentation on the VREELAND case in 
preparation for the upcoming trial, and there is a videotape of VREELAND being 
booked at the Hampton Iowa Police Department. 

-He reviewed the videotape, in which VREELAND repeatedly insists that his 
name is Barry Clayton STEEVES, and that the American Express credit card in 
that name belongs to him.

-Deputy Stephen BARDOLE collected the American Express card from 
VREELAND. 

-Deputy BARDOLE can testify to the contents of the videotape, and the 
American Express card.

-Не insists that he is a Canadian citizen, and that he needs to call the Canadian 
Embassy, and the Canadian Consulate. 

-He has cancer in his throat and his left lung. 
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-In Colorado, his brother had a party where there were underage male and female 
hookers, and cocaine. The cops got a warrant and searched his house, and they 
charged him (VREELAND). 

-His brother says that if you call an escort service — are you supposed to ask them 
for ID? 


One of the Hampton Police Officers told VREELAND that the law (age of consent) in 
Iowa is 16-years-old, but he doesn’t know what the age of consent is in Colorado, and 
VREELAND said: 


-"Exactly – that’s how old they are." 


On February 14, 2006, I provided the tape to the District Attorney’s Office so they could 
copy and discover it to VREELAND as soon as possible. When the tape is returned to 
me I will book it in to evidence. 


On February 14, 2006, I called P.J. GREEN with American Express, and asked him to 
fax me the records on the account in the name Clayton STEEVES, which he did. The 
records show the following, in part: 


-The account was opened in the names Xiao 5. WAN, and Clayton STEEVES,

-The account was fraudulent, and American Express charged off $16, 802.59.

On March 16, 2006, I spoke with Ralph GALLEGOS, who is an Investigator from the 
Jefferson County Sheriff’s Office assigned to the FBI Safe Streets Task Force. He told 
me that the task force uses Diamond Cut technology, which is the same cquipment that 
CBI uses to enhance audio recordings. He doesn’t have access to any equipment to 


1 
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further enhance the recording. I asked him for referrals and һе recommended Saul 
MINEROFF in New York. He said Mr. MINEROFF's company enhanced the Watergate 
tapes, and they are very reputable. 


On March 20, 2006, I called Mineroff Electronics, Inc., and spoke with the owner Saul 
MINEROFF. I explained that we have a recorded call where one voice is clearly audible 
and the other voice is inaudible. Based on the information I provided he said that he 
thinks he can probably enhance the recording to make it audible. The cost is $350.00 and 
the approximate turn around time is 10 days. 


On March 20, 2006, I obtained approval from Sr. Deputy District Attorney Darren 
VAHLE for the $350.00 charge to enhance the recording, and I sent a CD of the 
recording to Mineroff Electronics, Inc.

On March 20, 2006, I received a tele CBI reference the examination of the 
cassette tape of the conversation п Оо See attached. 

During a recent motions hearing, while we were off the record, VAHLE showed 
VREELAND the Kodak camera that was seized from his house on October 15, 2004. 
VREELAND said that the Kodak camera that was seized, was brand new and had never 
been used, which is supported by the fact that the forensic examination only revealed 


three sample pictures in the internal memory. VREELAND said that if the camera had 
ever been used that the sample pictures would have been overridden. 


On March 21, 2006, I called the Eastman Kodak Company and spoke with two people in 
the Service and Technical Support areas. I provided the model number and serial number 
of VREELAND’s camera, and the employees told me that the sample pictures are not 
overridden when a consumer takes pictures. The Kodak employees did not want to be 
subpoenaed on this case, and referred me to their Consumer Affairs Division, where 1 
spoke with attorney Joseph F. RUH Jr., who told me the following: 


-Sample pictures are not overridden when a consumer takes pictures. 

-The consumer can delete the sample pictures, but it must be done manually, and 
is not automatic. 

-The cameras leave the factory with approximately 3-5 shutter presses, and it is 
possible to tell how many times the shutter has been flashed. He is not sure if the 
camera would have to be returned to Kodak or if we can access that information. 
-He will do further research and provide either the technical data or an affidavit to 
support the facts. 


I received the following emails from RUH, which state the following, in part: 
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On March 21, 2006: 


“This note confirms our telephone call during which you asked if Kodak could 
provide information regarding a Kodak model CX7430 digital camera, serial 
number #kckcy42215475. 


In particular we discussed the following questions: 


1, 


Is it possible to determine how many times the shutter button had been pressed 
/ how many images had been captured with the camera. 

If so, could that information be obtained by the police forensic team, or did the 
camera need to be returned to Kodak for that determination? 


. The camera has 3 sample images stored in internal memory. 


If the camera had been used to take additional pictures, would those images 
have been overwritten? 

If not, is it possible to delete those sample images, and if so, by what means. 
If a memory card was inserted in the camera before it was used, would new 
pictures taken with the camera be stored on the memory card or in the internal 
memory? 


. The 3 sample images are apparently stored on a folder in internal memory. 


Is it possible that a second folder, also in internal memory, may exist that 
would contain other images taken with the camera? 
If so, how would one discover and view the images on the second folder? 


. Other than information regarding how many times the shutter button had been 


pressed (i.e. question 1), is there any other information that can be obtained 
from the camera that would provide evidence the camera had been used after 
being purchased; i.e. that the camera was not in a "new, fresh from the box" 
condition. 


ГИ make some inquiries about these matters and get back to you in the next few 
days.” 


On March 22, 2006: 


“You can easily determine from the camera the total number of times the shutter 
button was pressed, the total number of times the flash was fired, and the total 
number of times the camera was turned on: 


Using the camera menu system, do the following - 
- select MENU 
- scroll through the menu until you get to SETUP 
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- select SETUP апа scroll to the ABOUT option 
- at that point, press and hold BOTH "delete" and "ok" at the same 
time. You should see a screen with the following information: 


ТС-пп (Taken Count; i.e. total number of images captured 
with that camera) 

SC - пп (Strobe Count; i.e. total number of times the flash 
fired) 

РС - nn (Power Count; i.e. total number of times (ће camera 


was powered on) 


On average, those numbers will be less than 3 when the camera leaves the factory, 
as the camera does undergo Quality Assurance testing in the factory. In no case 
should those numbers be greater than 5 on a new camera. Of course, if the 
camera was reconditioned or a demo model, but sold "like new", there is no way 
to tell what those numbers would have been when the camera was sold. 


If a new camera is removed from the box, and a memory card is inserted in the 
camera, by default all images taken thereafter will be stored оп the memory card - 
no images will be stored on internal memory. Internal memory will only be used 
to store images (i) if there is no memory card inserted OR (ii) if a memory card is 
inserted and the user overrides the default storage setting to force images to be 
stored to internal memory instead of the memory card. If any images exist on 
internal memory, and the camera attempts to store additional images on internal 
memory, it will store those additional images until internal memory is full. At 
that point it will not over-write pre-existing images on internal memory, but 
instead will send an error message to the screen reporting that internal memory is 
full. The user can delete one or all of the images on internal memory using the 
MENU system. Also, images on internal memory would be deleted if the internal 
memory was reformatted by the user for any reason. 


Regarding the possibility of a "hidden folder". The camera does not enable the 
user to mark a folder as hidden. It is possible, but not likely, that an image that 
was at one time stored in internal memory, and subsequently deleted, could still 
exist on internal memory and be recoverable. This would be similar to a data file 
on a computer hard disk being deleted, but still recoverable. Kodak's technical 
staff would have to examine the specific camera in order to determine if such an 
image file existed in this case." 


On March 22, 2006: 
"One final point - 


It would help if you would tell us how you determined that the camera had 3 
"sample" images pre-loaded. Kodak cameras come from the factory with NO 
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Images іп Internal memory. Kodak does provide retailers with the means (о 
upload images that are clearly marked "demo" into the internal memory of the 
cameras that the retailers use as demonstrators. Some retailers take advantage of 
that opportunity, others do not. But in any event most cameras in the retailer's 
inventory would not have any images loaded in internal memory if the camera is 
purchased in new condition, in a factory shrinkwrapped box. 


Also, retailers may on their own upload one or more sample images into a camera 
they intended to use for display and demonstration purposes - and in that case 
Kodak would not know how those images might be marked by the retailer (e.g. as 
"sample", or "demo", or with no distinguishing marking.) 


If your camera does in fact have images marked as "demo" Joaded in internal 
memory, then it is likely the camera was used (or at least available to be used) as 
a demonstrator model on the retailer's show room floor. In that case, of course, 
knowing the total number of images that had been captured with that camera, or 
the total number of times the power had cycled on and off, before the customer 
finally purchased the camera, would be impossible.” 


On March 23, 2006: 


“T need to correct the information I provided below (above). I said " Kodak 
cameras come from the factory with NO images in internal memory." That's only 
half true. The CX7430 came from the factory with no pictures stored in the 
primary internal memory used to store new pictures, but it did contain three 
pictures stored in what is referred to as the "favorites" menu, 


I'm working with the technical community to get you more information about 
where within the internal camera memory the favorites are stored.” 


I replied to RUH and asked him if there was any way to find out which retailer sold the 
camera. 


On March 23, 2006, at 2:43 p.m. I went to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime lab 
and checked out evidence item #44, which is the Kodak digital camera. Sgt. Kirk RING 
and I opened the package, and replaced the batteries in the camera. I read the instructions 
and RING performed the procedures that RUH provided to determine the usage of the 
camera. The camera provided the following information: 


" TC (Taken count – total number of images captured) 767 
= SC (Strobe count – total number of times the flash was fired) 756 
" PC (Power count — total number of times the camera was powered оп) 143 
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Approximately three of the PC’s can be attributed to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office. 
One from the initial analysis by the CRCFL, one from the secondary analysis by the 
RMRCEL, and one from today (March 23, 2006). 


RING took digital photos of the screen оп VREELAND’s camera that provides the above 
information, and the serial number (KCKCY42215475). RING printed two sets of 
photos — one for the District Attorney, and one for the Defense. 


On March 23, 2006, RUH sent me an email that states the following, in part: 


-Kodak doesn’t track serial numbers either by shipment to a store, nor by point of 
retail purchase. 


“Assuming the "sample images” were the three factory loaded images stored in 
the "favorites" menu (and therefore not obviously a retail store demo model), then 
if you can get the defendant to admit that he purchased the camera "new" and not 
as a "demo", you could use the PC / TC data to contradict his claims that the 
camera was never used. Obviously he could argue it was used by someone else 
with, or without, his permission. What he can't do is argue that (1) he bought the 
camera new, (ii) it was always under his control and (iii) it was never used." 


On March 23, 2006, RUH called me and told me the following: 


-Kodak can access internal memory of the camera, and there is a “very remote" 
chance that pictures could be stored in the favorites folder on the camera. 

-The "demo" pictures are stored in the favorites folder. 

-The consumer would have had to manually “ао” pictures that he took, and then 
store them in the favorites folder on the camera. 

-It is a very remote possibility that Kodak could locate pictures other than the 
"demo" pictures in the favorites folder, and we would have to send the camera to 
Kodak to find out. 


On March 30, 2006, I received a call from Saul MINNEROFF, who told me the 
following: 


-He received the CD of the phone call involving Г -+ there is 
extraneous noise in the background, and in order to make the second voice 
audible he would need the original tape, and the process would be very time 
consuming. 

-He can't quote the time it would take or what it would cost until he actually did 
the work. 

-He will return the CD to me. 

-He suggested contacting Jim REAMES, at JBR Technology to see if he can 
process the tape. REAMES is the former director of the FBI Tape Enhancement 
Laboratory, and his number is (703) 644-5500. 
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ae On April 5, 2006, I called Jim REAMES, and he told me the following: 


-It is possible that one voice is not audible because the tape was damaged. 

-It is possible that CBI doesn’t have equipment with the right heads, or the heads 
didn't match the pattern of the tape so the second voice wasn't picked up. 
-Answering machines record on different areas of the tape, and the entire width of 
the tape needs to be examined. 

-He would recommend doing an enhancement, transcript, and authentication. 

-If we hire him he will only work from the original tape, and the cost will be 
between $1000.00 and $2000.00 

-He would like any information that we can provide about the answering machine.

“Any correspondence, incoming or outgoing, identified as privileged will not be 
opened or read. It will be taken to the inmate and opened in the presence of the 
addressee. Privileged correspondence is defined as that to or from 1) An Attorney 
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2) A Judge 3) Тһе Governor of Iowa 4) The Citizen’s Aid Office 5) А Member of 
the State or Federal Legislature 6) Embassies 7) Consulates 8) The Department of 
Homeland Security 9) U.S. Public Health Service 10) Representatives of the news 
media.”

The 
article states that the shooter, Marketta JONES, age 41, is in custody without bond. 


On November 21, 2006, at 12:27 p.m. I called the Virginia Beach, Virginia Police Department 
and spoke with Detective Ray PICKELL, who told me the following:

Department and he told me the following:

-He is the detective assigned to the case, but he has not done any reports yet, and 
probably won’t have them done for at least three weeks. 
-He will fax me the original officer’s report. 


On November 28, 2006, at approximately 5:44 p.m. I received the report, dated November 21, 
2006, which was authored by Officer M.S. ROWE, and states the following, in part: 


-On November 20, 2006, at approximately 11:00 a.m. the suspect (JONES) and victim 
were fighting over a handgun that suspect had just purchased. 

-Suspect made spontaneous statement that victim tried to rob her and the gun went off. 

-Suspect shot victim at “point blank” range і Есте: chest. 

-Suspect was taken into custody at gun point and a hi-point 9mm handgun was recovered 

from her front waistband. 

-Suspect taken to Detective Bureau for Detective Pickell to interview. 

-Suspect held on a “no bond” status. 

-Victim remains in critical condition at Virginia Beack General Hospital. 

-Case Cleared by arrest.
